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The apparent trend of the present world situation is analyzed 
and confronted by the Editor in The Race with Catastrophe. Voices 
of the past should teach us today that any age that neglects the 
person is leaning toward destruction. The preservation of world 
society is bound up with recognition of the supreme value of per- 
sonality. 


Those wishing instruction for guidance as well as reminiscence 
for reflection will delight in Thirty Years of College Religion by 
Professor John G. Hill, School of Religion, University of Southern 
California. The substance of this article comprised the Phi Beta 
Kappa address last year at the University and is an account of 
actual experiences as lived through three decades.
